Mr. J. 8. Thomes, M. P., and 
Mr, Ramsay Macdonald, M. P., 
recantly attended a meeting in 
ths De Montfort Hall, Leicester, 
to discasa reconstruction and “the 
future of trade unioniam.: The 
gathering was preliminary to the 
Bailwavmen’s Conference. 

Mec. Thomas said that after the’ 
world conflict there ‘would - be 
problems to face which Isbour 
could not ‘“anticipste, The 
only way ta° dea} with:. the 
situation waa to hold ‘conferences 
such. aa. the railwsymen were 
holding fairly’ and’ equarely to 
faca the facts. Referring to 
railway difficalties, he said that 
it waa well known that the men’s 
executive .were negotiating for 
more money, The execative were 
meeting the compsniea ogain that 
day, and it was fair to say that 
the former. were not nomindful of 
their obligations to: the workers. 
He believed that before a week 
was over'a settlement would be 


arrived at. ‘Any more threats of
